cism by condemning n any old rattle* 
traps that were used as school home* 
when she came into office. The cost of 
erecting new school buildings ranged 

from $100 to $100 each, and the property 
owners In many of these school precincts 
objected to paying for them. This did 
not disconcert Miss Little, however, who 
went right ahead and pushed proceed- 
ings to enforce the collection of the 
school house assessments, and as a resnJt 
it will not be long before Breathitt 
county will be filled with as good, com- 
fortable school buildings as many of the 
more pretentious counties in the wealth- 
ier portions of the State.
